Indoed they 
have pioneered many of tho improvements 
that have been made, and by their liberal 
outlays and generous expenditures have 
drawn to us tho world's attention, and made 
Newport the finest watering plane in Amer- 
ica. And uow as they come again with the 
same spirit, every native Newportor should 
bid them welcome, and seek to make their 
residence among us as pleasant as possible. 
If nothing untoward shall appear the season 
of 1879 will be among the best ever en joyed.
